Mile Jaunt Over 8 National Parks 


W hen Villagers Winfield and Grace Line of 571 Indian 
Trail loaded their tent, sleeping bags, and cooking equip­ 
ment into their Bellanca airplane one day last week they 
planned on only an hour and a half flight to Monanche 
Meadows in the mountains behind Mt. Whitney. On arrival 
at the 8000-foot airstrip they decided it looked to dangerous 
to land without further investigation. Their plans under­ 
went astonishing changes, and Line tells the story as follows: 
As w e circled at 11,000 feet<F 
trying to m ake up our m inds 
w hat to do w e didn't realize that 
before retu rn in g to Palm Springs 
we w ould fly nearly to the Ca­ 
nadian border and see eight of 
our N ational Parks in the 2500 
miles w hich would slip under 
our w ings in the next three days. 


"WE CLIMBED to 14,900 feet 
and circled the grey top of Mt.

great m ountain. We headed into 
the heart of the Sierras and flew 
across a tum ble of m ighty peaks 
studded w ith dozens of green and 
blue lakes. 
“W hen w e saw Moro Rock we 
knew th a t w e had flown across

and

N ational 
Park. 
From 
here 
w e 
t u r n e d 
northw ard 
through th e G eneral G rant, Kings

from the air. We took movies as 
we flew. 


STILL FOLLOW ING the urge 
to fly n o rth we next circled the 
crater of the U nited States only 
active volcano in the Mt. Lassen 
N ational Park. We w ere taking 
movies of th e crater when our 
plane hit a so-called air pocket 
so violently it sm acked our heads 
into the top of the plane, giving 
us both stiff necks. Our en th u ­ 
siasm

flew on past m ighty Shasta and 
over the

M onum ent to K lam ath Falls, Ore.

85 New Dwelling 
Units Started in 
Village in Month 
Building operations continued 
their steady increase during June, 
according to reports of the city 
building department, with 58 per­ 
mits issued last month, valued at 
$653,800. In June. 1946, 38 per­ 
mits, valued at $325,000, were is­ 
sued. 
The first six months of 1947, 
however, are below the number 
of permits issued during the first 
six months of 1946. 
Up to June 30, this year, 251 
permits for a total in new con­ 
struction of $2,202,800, has been 
issued . 
THIS COMPARES with 359 
permits in 1946 between January 
1 and June 30, valued at $5,199,­ 
865.A record-breaking March, last 
year, during which more than 
$3,000,000 in new building was 
started here, gives 1946 the lead 
in total permits for the first six 
months of the year. Palm Springs 
w'as third city in the state and 
eleventh in the 11 Western States 
in building in March, 1946. 
MANY NEW HOMES were 
started in the Village last June 
and 85 new dwelling units. Of the 
58 permits issued. 23 were for 
dwellings. Value of these 23 per­ 
mits was $528,000. 
In June, lqst year, 22 dwelling 
permits, worth $196,000, were is­ 
sued. 
Every month this year, with 
the exception of February, has 
shown an increase over the pre­ 
vious month in building opera­ 
tions and with six months to go, 
the year’s total will approach last 
year’s record-breaking $6,680,300 
total. Last year 502 permits were 
issued.
